TENEMENTS IX FLAMES. 


6EVENTY - FIVE 
BUILDINGS 
SW EPT 
AWAY IN NEW YORK. 


Dreadful Apprehension That Many Peo­ 
ple Have Perished in the R ag­ 
ing Conflagration. 


Six teen Hu ml red Horse* Cremated in the 
B elt I.ine .stable» —Terror-Stricken Ten­ 


ant« Fray ing, Fig hting and Curalns In

N ew* Y ork , May -7 , 3 A. M.—FIan u > broke 
ou t a t 1 :30 n . in . in th e sou th en d 
of th e belt- 
lin e stable*, on Ten th u v en u e, 1**1 ween Fifty - 
th ird an d Fifty -fou rth streets. 
Th e bu ildin g 
v ras destroy ed, with 1,600 h orses an d n early 
all th e ears in th e bu ildin g. 
Two blocks of 
bu ildin gs are also in flam®*. 
Th e flames were 
first seen by on e of th e n igh t h an ds, wh o gav e 
th e alarm. * Th e flames sp read rap idly an d 
n oon comp letely en v elop ed th e bu ildin g in 
th eir foldi. 
Th e bu ildin g was a fiv e story 
stru ctu re, an d cov ered a squ are block, reach ­ 


in g Iwick to Klev cn th av en u e. 
Th e bu ildin g 
was in flan i» ss so qu ickly th at th ere was n o 
ch an ce to sav e th e books of th e comp an y . 
Th e u p p er stories were occu p ied by th e rop air- 
sh op s, an d th e combu stible 
m aterial blax o I as 
goon as tou ch ed by tho fire. 
The offices were 
situ ated in th e sou th east corn er. 
At 2 o'clock tho walls of the building fell 
in, sending millions of sparks and blazing 
pieces of wood high in tho uir. 1 ho call for 
tho Three-Six es had been made as soon as 
tlio flro chief arrived at tho scone, and en­ 
gines from all parts of the city , with the 
water-tower and tho hook and ladder com­ 
panies, were rapidly coming. Tho heat from 
tho flaming building was so great that several 
firemen and 
two policemen 
were 
pros­ 
trated. 
At 1:45 a m. the flames, aided by the strong 
high wind which was prevailing, hail lcai» od 
across tho wido avenuo and communicated to 
tho w hole block on the oast side between 
Fifty -third and Fifty -fourth streets. 
The 
block was composed of six -story tenement 
houses and a cool y ard 
The terror-stricken tenants poured out of 
the building like a swarm of be«*», pray ing, 
fighting, and cursing by turns. 
Tho soeno of 
terror 
was 
indescribable. The 
buildings 
burned rapidly , though the fronts facing the 
avenue wore of brownstouei 
By 2:30 they 
were completely gutted 
The flames spread 
to the entire squaro block over to Ninth 
avenue. 
At 2:30 a. ra. tho nex t block below had 
caught Are and was blazing fiercely . 
Tho 
streets the vicinity for blocks aw ay were filled 
with frightened, cry ing and woe-stricken ten­ 
ants, fleeing from the ravages of the flames. 
The fire attracted thousands of awe struck 
spectators. The loss to the Belt line people is 
probably no less than $400,000. 
It is esti­ 
mated now that the cntiro Ices will be over 
$ 1,000,000. 
The tenement houses were thickly peopled. 
Every floor had from four to fivo families. 
All were poor people who will lose oil their 
property . 
It is not known how the lire originated, 
bo 
for as known there has not been any loss of 
life. This will not be known until rooming. 
Ambulances bavc been sent to the scene to be 
ready if n eeded 
Owing to th o distan ce of 
the fire in th e upper part of tho city it is diffi­ 
cu lt to got particulars. 
3:30 a. rti.—A telep h on e message ju st re­ 
ceiv ed from th e scon e of th o fire say s it is be­ 
liev ed th at th ere h as been a h eav y loss of life.

P aris , May 27 .—Tho scones about tho 
ruins of the Opera Comique Thursday were 
distressing in the ex treme. People thronged 
the streets tearfully inquiring about their 
friends. All day Thursday the firemen were 
taking bodies cut of the building, but to­ 
wards evening the search had to be aban­ 
doned, owing to the falling walls rendering it 
unsafe to continue the work. Eighteen bod­ 
ies of ladies in full evening dress were found 
at the bottom of the staircase leading from 
the second story . The bodies were badly mu­ 
tilated, having fallen In a confused mass in 
their 
headlong 
flight down 
the stairs. 
Twenty other bodies were recovered near the 
stage. They were figurantes, ballet dancers, 
and supernumeraries. 
One hundred and fifty -six persons have 
made inquiries at the hospitals and police sta­ 
tions for missing relatives, believed to have 
perished in the fire. The ex cavated portions 
beneath the opera house are filled with water 
to the depth of five feet, and the firemen en 
gaged in searching for bodies have discov 
ered floating about more than six ty corpses. 
Owing to the dangerous condition of the walls 
still standing, however, no effort was made 
to recover the bodies, and nothing could be 
done in that wray ui)til the safety of the work­ 
ers was made more Secure by the removal of 
the tottering masonry . Workmen were hard 
at work pulling down the walls, and at­ 
tempts will be made to get the floatinz bodies 
as soon as possible. 
L ater .—The search amid the ruins of the 
Opera Comique reveals the fact that the loss 
of life is far greater than was at first sup 
posed, and it is believed the victims will num­ 
ber nearly , if not quito, 200. The work oi 
searching for bodies was resumed Thursday 
night, and a number more were ex humed. 
The official report say s that fifty bodies have 
already been recovered.

Ho say s the wind kept the flames 
off th at i>art of the building, but a river ol 
molten lead poured from the roof, the course 
of which ho diverted with a board to prevent 
the weight carry ing down the shaky floor. 
Gens. Boulanger and Saussier, MM. Thi- 
baudin, Goblet, and many other prominent 
officers and statesmen were present at the 
Opera Comique when the fire broke out, but 
all escaped unhurt 
The police and other offi­ 
cials, as well as other 
attaches 
of tht 
Comique, endeavored to underrate the num­ 
ber of persons killed and injured, but the 
public is shocked at the rapidly increasing list 
of fatalities. 
Arrangements are being mad« 
to have performances at the various theatres 
for the benefit of the sufferers. 
Tho library of 
the theatre, containing 
scores of various operas, manuscripts, and 
other valuable literature, was totally do 
stray ed, together with the costly wardrobe, 
comprising 0,000 costumes. 
The theatre wai 
insured for 1,000,(XX) francs. 
The chamber of deputies has voted a cre« li1 
of 200,000 francs for the relief of the sufferers 
by the fire.

LANSDOWNE AT OTTAWA. 


THE C I T Y O PEN S iTS ARMS TO T H E 
GOVERNO R GENERAL, 


Who Refer» lo O’Brien, bnt H ♦ Nothing 
to 
S a y Against Mob Law—An Irish- 
American Who Thinks the K itor's Tour 
ni-Aflvlsctl — The Agitator Knthusia» tl- 
eally Welcomed at Montreal. 


Ottawa , Ont., May 27. —Whatever doubts 
may have existed as to the loyalty of the cit- 
zens of Ottawa to the queen or their respect 
for Lonl Lansdowne in the past, they must have 
been dispelled by the grand reception given 
Lansdowne Thursday on his return to the capi­ 
tal from Toronto, Never in the history of Can­ 
ada has he or any of his predecessors been ac­ 
corded i such a welcome. It may, however, 
be said that the demonstration of Thursday 
was to show that at least the people of Ot­ 
tawa were not in sympathy with the O Rrien 
movement against his excellency, owing to 
which fact the enthusiasm may be jwirtly at­ 
tributable. 
Whether the reception reflects 
the general sentiment of the people of Can­ 
ada only, the receptions given to Lansdowne 
in other parts of the Dominion will prove. To 
the most biased home ruler the welcome of 
Thursdaj* must show that at least Ottawa is 
not in accord with the campaign against 
Lansdowne. 
From early morn the streets 
were alive with artisans draping the principal 
buildings and private residences of the city, 
and at noon the town was a forest of bunt­ 
ing. Conspicuously among the display it may 
be said tko American flag floated. 
Lord and Lady Lansdowne and_ suite ar­ 
rived by special train. There were 5,000 peo­ 
ple at the railway station to meet them. 
The vice regal party alighted ou the plat­ 
form, where they were received by the recep­ 
tion committee. Half a dozen bands struck 
up the national anthem, while the assemblage, 
with uncovered heads, shouted itself hoarse. 
A procession, preceded by 300 horsemen, was 
then formed, and, amidst enthusiastic cheer­ 
ing, a start was made for Cartier square, near 
the parliament Iniildinga 
The vice regal 
carriage was occupied by the governor gen­ 
eral, Lady Lansdowne, Mayor Stewart, and 
Sheriff Sweetland. Sir John MacDonald, 
. premier, and other cabinet members, many 
members of parliament, senators, as well as 
8,000 citizens on foot and in carriages, brought 
up the rear.

vice regent’s horses and dragged the carriage 
to Cartier square, where 8,000 citizens were 
found assembled. After the presentation of 
an address by Mayor Stewart and the reading 
of a poem by Father Damson, the Canadian 
poet priest, Lord Lansdowne delivered a 
speech in reply. His remarks were brief. The 
occasion, he said, was certainly an auspicious 
one. The only reason he could give for it 
was the fact that Canada had been invaded 
by an enemy—referring to O’Brien. This 
enemy at the outset secured possession of the 
wires, giving glowing accounts of prospective 
conquests. Fortunately, however, the Cana­ 
dian people did not greet this new arrival, 
displaying genuine loyalty instead. 
Two thousand school chilred then sang 
“God Save the Queen” and other national se­ 
lections, winding up with a parody on the old 
war song, “We’ll Hang Will O’Brien to a Sour 
Apple Tree.” The procession was then re­ 
formed. It proceeded to Lord Lansdowne’« 
official residence, Rideau hall, where it dis-

I got ou t my bo* of Bryant & May’« wax 
matches, and they stru ck as merrily there in 
that awfu l place as in a Londou drawing 
room.

Where’er tho su n shak es ou t his spears, 
where’er the lonesome waters mirror u p "tho 
moon, where'er storms roll, and heav en'.; 
¡tainted bows arch in the sk y—from the pu re 
north shrou ded in her snows, across the mid­ 
dle spaces of the world, to where the amorou s 
sou th, lying lik o a bride u pon her azu re seas, 
breathes in sighs made sweet with myrt io 
bloom—there shall thy power pass and thy 
dominion find a home.

On we went for many 
minu tes in absolu te awed silence, lik e lost 
sou ls in the depths of Tartaru s, Av esba's white 
and ghost lik o form flitting in front of u s, till 
once more the cav ern ended in a passage 
which opened in a second cav ern mu ch smaller 
than the first. Indeed, we cou ld clearly mak e 
ou t the arch and stony bank s of this second 
cav e, and, from their rent and jagged ap- 
¡» earance, discov ered that, lik e the first long 
passage throu gh which we had passed in the 
cliff before we came to the qu iv ering spu r, it 
had to all appearance been torn in tho bowls 
of the rock by the terrific force of some ex­ 
plosiv e gas. At length this cav e ended in a 
third passage, throu gh which gleamed a faint 
glow of light

I cou ld bav t 
spok en in blank v erse of Hhak esj« carean 
l**au ty, all sorts of great ideas flashed throu gh 
niv mind, it was os thou gh the bonds of my 
tlf sli had loosened, and left the spirit free to 
soar to the empyrean of its nativ e power.
